“I predict a 
healthy condition in California in 
the next six or eight months, with 
a drawing on oil storage. Within 
that time, the Pacific Coast will 
absorb 600,000 barrels a day. At

Santa ‘Berbera Homes Will

IN EMPTY BOAT 


Craft of Survey Party Found 
Overturned 


Two Hundred Miles Below 
Base on Colorado 


Pasadena Man Leader of 
Hazardous Expedition 


(BY A NIGHT WIRE) 
KINGMAN (Ariz.) Sept. 21.— 
One of the boats used by the ex- 
ploration party of the United 


States Geological Survey, which on 


August 1, started on a voyage to 
chart the Colorado River, came 
floating down the river upside down 
today at a point 200 miles below 
the point where the explorers are 
supposed to be, according te word 
received here tonight. 

The boat, marked United States 
Geological Survey, was sighted near 
the Katherine mine which is lo- 
cated near the river. The Colo- 
rado River has been running high 
ond its waters are swift and dan- 
gerous in the narrow gorges 
through which the party is travel- 
ing on its charting trip.

No less a personage than an 
Assistant Attorney-General of the 
United States uttered that prophecy 
—W. D. Riter of Washington, D.

Six Who Overpowered Watchman ond Took Uni- 
versity Safe Believed Jewelry Store Gang 


Detectives scouring the city for six robbers who stole a safe con- 
taining $2238 from the office of Southern Branch, University of Cali- 
fornia, early yesterday, announced last night they believed they know 
the identity of several of the men involved and hoped to arrest them 
tn a short time. Detective Lieutenant Canto is leading the chase. 


The safe was taken after the 
bandits had bound and 
J. W. Robinson, campus night 
watchman, and stolen his revolver 
and keys. The thieves were inter- 
rupted while they were trying to 
roll a larger safe, containing $3600, 
into their motor truck, and fied, 
taking the small safe with them. 

The fund stolen was one raised 
by the student body for the bene- 
fit of the University of California 
students at Berkeley, who were 
burned out during the recent fire. 
Checks for the amount had al- 
ready been given to the telegraph 
company and the money wired to 
Berkeley, so the student organiza- 
tion was faced with the necegsity 
yesterday of making the checks 
good. A new drive, started in the 
afternoon, raised more than $600 
and it was hoped the rest would 
be forthcoming. The student as- 
sociation announced it would pay 
a liberal reward for the arrest of 
the robbers. 

The six men are believe to have 
been those who rified a jewelry 
store in the Bumiller Building re- 
cently, opening three safes and tak- 
ing a large amount of plunder.

No other country has ever raised so great 
@ sum to relieve the sufferings of another 
people caused by a disturbance of nature. 
No other city of the population of Los Au- 
geles has contributed so much under similar 
conditions to an alien race. 

For at least a decade the Japanese have 
deen building fortifications and battleships 
to protect their coasts and the waters about 
them against an American invasion. Forces 
of nature dismantled the fortifications and 
crippled the fleet; and the American inva- 
But we are sending food 
ships, not a battle fleet, across the Pacific. 

Our whole aim is to preserve life, not to 
destroy it. America is sending gold in 
place of powder. Our financiers will fur- 
nish a part of the money for rebuilding the 
fortifications that have been destroyed. 

While protesting against the building of 
more Japanese homes in California, we 
have been the first to ald in building homes 
in Japan. True friendship is based on 
deeds, not on conversation. There was no 
rejoicing in this country when the most 
powerful nation of the Orient was paralyzed 
by disaster. There were only words of 
genuine pity for an unfortunate people. 

No diplomatic interrogations preceded the 
extension of ald to the needy. We did not 
ask what they wanted; for we know from 
our experience with the Chicago and San 
Francisco fires what was needed most. 

The heart of America was touched and 
our first gesture was one of sympathy and 


read nature's handwriting. The Japanese 
can now know that there is naught but good 
will for them in the heart of the American 
people; that we have no desire to see Japan 
checked in her legitimate growth and de 
velopment; that notaing is more foreign to 
our nature than to attempt to make per- 
sonal capital out of another people's dis 


ty for both. It is not be- 
cause we do not admire and honor the Japa- 
nese as a nation that we object to Japanese 
colonization in California. It is because 
the two peoples do not assimilate. The re- 
sult of intermarriage is as unsatisfactory 
as mating a leopard with a tiger. 

And there is no place in the territory 
known es the United States for two dis 
tinct peoples. Unity is essential to the pub- 
lic welfare, and there can be no unity when 
great numbers of Americans and Japanese 
live in the same community. 

But the American people, notably those 
of California, wish the Japanese well., so 
long as they stay on their own side of the 
Pacific. We have no thought of building 
war vessels to bombard Japanese ports. We 
ua ve no desire to interfere with the domes- 
tie affairs of Japan. We welcome an inter- 
change of scientists, artists and educators. 
But we are convinced that there can be no 
assimilation of the Japanese such as there 
has been of certain European peoples. We 
are convinced it was with intent that the

Poor Butterfly 
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DAIRY CONGRESS 

One of the last acts of President Har- 
ding was to send invitations to fifty foreign 
countries to attend a World's Dairy Con- 
gress, to be held at Washington the first of 
October. This was strictly in line with the 
policy of international humanitarianiam ad- 
vocated so consistently by the late Presi- 
dent. 

The congress will be held according to 
plans already decided upon. Many leading 
dairymen, in fact, from the various coun- 
tries are already touring the United States, 
exchanging views with our home producers 
on ways for increasing and improving the 
world's supply of milk, cream, butter and 
cheese. The Washington convention will 
be the first of its kind to be held in the 
United States. 3 

A World's Dairy Congress in a practical 
manner can do more to promote comfort 
and happiness in the nations, may, indeed, 
even be a better agent for quieting the gen- 
eral unrest than larger movements under- 


chiefly by abstract ideals. . 
For plenty of milk and butter builds up 
contented, healthy citizens from properly 
nourished boys and girls. The Dairy Con- 
gress is laying the sound foundation on 
which civic and religious leaders may later 
build their idealistic temples. For, what- 
ever else the final Utopia may resemble, it 
must be a land flowing with milk and honey. 
An interchange of ideas and programs 
between the big scientific dairy experts, 
such as will take place at Washington, can- 
not help but lead to a bettering of the milk 
situation in all the countries sending rep- 
resentatives. For there are doubtless many 
things in the dairy business that America 
can learn from Switzerland, Denmark and 
older milk and cheese-producing centers 


might well be adopted by the milk providers 
of other countries. 

One fact pointed out by the United States 
Department of Agriculture corroborates this 
statement. While America holds the high- 
est milk and butter averages for individual 
animals, the average production of Euro- 
pean dairy herds is almost twice that of 
American herds. And, again, though we 
have dairy equipments that mechanically 
and scientifically are a century ahead of Eu- 
rope, we cannot make Roquefort cheese or 
duplicate the famous clotted cream of Dev. 
onshire. 

After the October meet every country 
should put into practice at least one new 
idea for improving the quantity and quality 
of its milk supply. 


REAKING THE IDOIS 
From faraway Jerusalem comes the 
information that the Kaiser tower erected 
at the Jaffa gate to commemorate the visit 
of Emperor Wilhelm in 1898 is about to be 
pulled down as an eyesore.

It awakened fear in the 
hearts of little peoples and caused other 
world powers to make alliances for their 
joint security.
